THE ARTIST HAS WON HIS PLACE IN THE SUN 


HE opening of the Twenty-sixth Annual Exhibition of 

work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen inaugurates a 
second quarter century in the history of Cleveland art. During 
the past twenty-five years the cooperation of every element in 
the community has brought to the artist success and recogni- 
tion. The artist has won his place in the sun. 

The dislocations of war have, of course, played havoc with 
the artist, as they have with others. That, however, is to be 
expected. While the War may or may not have lessened the 
artist’s productive efforts, it has certainly circumscribed them 
in many ways. It has given much of what is produced a greater 
seriousness, a profounder conviction, even if the subject or 
material chosen may not have the remotest connection with the 
War itself. The product may be pure escapism but that in itself 
is symptomatic of, and the effect of, the war mood. 

During these years, the artist has been the recipient of 
generous patronage. The Museum has sold in twenty-five years 
7,002 objects for $218,937.80, a remarkable record. In fact, it 
may be said that the artist has been borne to success upon the 
stream of interest and enthusiasm which his work and the 
Museum’s showmanship in presenting it to the public have 
brought about. 

Today, there is a new and larger buying public, and that 
public has elsewhere in the country shown a new recognition 
of the part art can play in its existence. It is realizing that the 
fineartshavealasting valueas decoration andin the pleasure they 
give, a value which is not affected by the fluctuations of money. 
Thereis most decidedly a place for the recognition and support of 
the arts of peace in a world at war.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 

Despite the War and the absence from Cleveland of many 
former contributors to the May Show, there is a notable show- 
ing of work by artists both from overseas and from home, espe- 
cially in the eight classes of painting. Contrary to expectation, 
the painters, many of whom are now in war production or serv- 
ice, seem to have found not only the time but the inspiration to 
turn out some of their best work in recent years. 

For want of space, only the prizes can be discussed here; the 
works selected, however, indicate the penetrating judgment of 
an enthusiastic Jury, whose awards seem especially felicitous. 

In the class, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, 
some of the best achievements appear. The Jury presented a 
special award to Carl Gaertner for a group of four fine pictures: 
“Swamp Spur,” “Station Road,” “The Bend at Corins,” and 
“Spring Comes on the Hudson.” These represent some of the 
most satisfying accomplishments of the whole exhibition. 
Gaertner’s handling of oil pigment shows a rich sense of tactile 
values; and the composition is, as always, extremely capable. 
The treatment of such difficult masses as are used in “Spring 
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Comes on the Hudson” and of the details of “Swamp Spur” 
proves Gaertner a master of his medium. 

The first prize was given to a totally different style of paint- 
ing, to “The Stonecutter,” by Kenneth A. Wood, a clear land- 
scape with sharp definitions and deliberately cold blues and 
grays, which achieve an effect of crispness. Frank Lippay won 
the second award for a group of four: “Country Road,” “Near 
Kingsbury Run,” “Street Scene,” and “Winter.” A third was 
given to Jack M. Burton, with honorable mentions to Woldemar 
Neufeld and John M. Podracky, respectively. 

The next class, OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, contained an inter- 
esting variety of types of presentation, from the clearly defined 
and straightforward, to the subtle and psychological character 
portrayal. The first prize went to Lennon R. Bandel for a 
finely executed picture, sure in its composition and attractive 
in its small, intimate size; the canvas is entitled “Idio” and is 
probably a self-portrait as the name implies. The second award 
was given to Clara McClean for “Self-Portrait with a Clock,” 
a clever and convincing piece of self analysis. A third prize was 
given to Cpl. Max J. Balkin and two honorable mentions went 
to Edmund Brucker and Eileen B. Ingalls, respectively. 

The class of OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, one of the 
most lively and varied in content, contained outstanding ex- 
amples in a wide diversity of styles. The Jury made a first 
award to Cpl. Kenneth J. Lipstreu for ““A.S.N. L 1924 Co. D— 
25th BN.,” a small picture handled in the manner of the primi- 
tive panel. Wray Manning’s second-prize canvas, “Elijah,” 
is a subtle and subjective picture; its pale and effective colors 
and its imaginative concept are peculiarly representative of 
this artist’s work. The third prize, “Paper Doll,” by Hazel Janicki 
Teyral, a composition in tempera, vividly translucent because of 
its medium, is also distinctly personal. Two honorable mentions 

were given: one to John Hartman, and one to Virginia Weaver. 

Entered in this class but NoT IN COMPETITION were two excel- 
lent canvases by Henry G. Keller, “The End of the Act,” which 
possesses all the motility of his most active creations, and “New 
Shoes for the Show,” another version of one of Mr. Keller’s 
favorite subjects. 

The class in OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL, originally made a 
separate class because so many artists were interested in paint- 
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ing Cleveland industrial subjects, was this year so small as to be 
almost non-existent; and the Jury therefore made no awards. 

Next to the first class, that of O1L PAINTING, STILL LIFE, was 
the largest and the best. An unusually fine prize-group bears 
witness to this fact and to the catholic taste of the Jury. The 
first award went to Wray Manning for an outstanding still life 
of flowers, fruits, and objects called “Autumn Arrangement,” 
done in harmonious and subdued colors against a background of 
pallid grays. A second award fell to Rolf Stoll for “Queen Anne’s 
Lace,” distinctive in its rendering of the niceties of texture. In 
interesting contrast comes the third award, Paul Riba’s two 
enamel-like compositions, “Lobster Still Life” with its rich 
brilliance and “The Crucifix” with its super-realism. The hon- 
orable mentions were given with commendation to three excel- 
lent works, by Carl Gaertner, Elizabeth Bart Gerald, and Paul 
Travis, respectively. 

‘The MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY MEDIUM class 
contained some interesting pictures, notably the three prize- 
winners: Thelma Frazier Winter’s fascinating and fanciful first, 
“Holiday”; Paul Riba’s second, “Woodland Symphony”; and 
Jennie M. Hotz’s third, “Out of the Mist.” The class in 
PASTEL was too small to receive an award. 

From the usual vigorous class, WATER COLOR, the Jury found 
much difficulty‘in selecting the winners, so numerous and so 
varied were the entries in this popular class. A special award 
was presented to Wray Manning for a group of four wistful and 
elegiac landscapes: “Winter Fog,” ““Marshland,” “I Remember, 
I Remember,” and “Cornfield.” The first prize was given to 
Fritz Riley Lindstrom for three exceptional landscapes: “Farm 
Lands,” “Chautauqua,” and “Boundless Hills,” the second of 
which received the particular commendation of the Jury as a 
brilliant representation of a far-flung countryside which has 
still retained its characteristic simplicity. The second prize 
was given to S/Sgt. John Paul Miller for a group of two somber 
pictures, “Before Seven” and “City Snow,” both unusual and 
penetrating in their analysis of subject and in theirhandling. The 
third award went to Woldemar Neufeld for “Under Heavy Snow”; 
andhonorablementions, to Paul Riba, A/C Edward W. Dobrotka, 
Jack M. Burton, and Kenneth Marcus Hugh, respectively. 

For many years one of the outstanding sections of the May 
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Show was that of the graphic arts. Last year the falling off ot 
entries was noted with concern; this year it has become alarm- 
ing. Whatever the cause, whether it be lack of metal and mate- 
rials, or lack of interest, the result is recorded with profound 
regret. So slight was the contribution in the class, InLusTRA- 
TION, ANY MEDIUM, that no award was made. In FREEHAND 
DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM, the Jury decided to award first prize to 
Saul Leiter for “Young Man,” an unusual treatment in brilliant 
pen and water color; second prize to Eileen B. Ingalls for “Chuck 
at the Stage Door Canteen”’; third prize to Steve Bodnarchuk, 
Ptr. 1/c, U.S.N.R.; and honorable mention to Sgt. Michael 
Peter Kobasuk. In the other graphic classes—ETCHING AND 
OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES; LITHOGRAPHY; RELIEF CUTS, WOOD- 
CUTS, AND LINOLEUM CUTS—no awards could be made. It is to 
be hoped that in future shows these classes will again be better 
represented. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The class, SCULPTURE IN WOOD, was distinguished by the 
small figure representing St. Joseph, carved by Sol A. Bauer and 
awarded a well-deserved first. Its solidity and restraint, its 
inner vitality and its humanity—qualities all too often lacking 
in much church art of today—make of it an appealing and mov- 
ing figure. In scULPTURE IN BRONZE OR MARBLE, the winner, 
Betty Ann Lidyard, successfully used a substitute material, cast 
stone, in her ““Bewilderment of the Refugees,” a group small in 
scale, designed to be seen in the round. The second prize was 
given to Sol A. Bauer for a finely conceived and executed figure, 
“Seated Woman.” It has monumentality and power. Further 
than that, it is thought of in terms of its material, and it is inter- 
esting to see how the artist has varied his approach and tech- 
nique to fit the material chosen. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE, although comparatively small as a class, 
retained its distinction and excellence. Thelma Frazier Winter’s 
group of five pieces took the premier award, with five pieces of 
very varied approach, from the churchly to the frivolous, the 
créche on one hand, the brittle elegance of her interpretation of 
the dance or the fanciful imagery of a fairy tale on the other. 
The pieces have technical excellence, craftsmanship, and a most 
successful and decorative use of glazes. The Colonial hero, Paul 
Revere, received his meed of recognition and won a second for 
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Edris Eckhardt’s “The Midnight Ride,” and a third for Betty 
Boyer’s quite differently conceived “Midnight Ride.” Miss 
Eckhardt had an additional piece included in her award, 
“Rima,” the bird girl, heroine of W. H. Hudson’s Green Man- 
sions. An honorable mention went to the very sculptural “Dual 
Emotions” of Walter A. Sinz. 

POTTERY as a Class retains its primacy. Large in numbers, it 
has the excellence and quality that has come invariably to be 
associated with Cleveland’s ceramic art. Alice A. Ayars was 
selected as first-prize winner in this section, and her nine bowls 
well deserve the honor. Miss Ayars is always an excellent potter. 
Her bowls have, added to their subtle shape variations, a sure 
sense of appropriateness of material to shape and a further under- 
standing of what color, crackle, and choice of glaze can do in 
highlighting these qualities. Each piece isan individualizedentity. 

Beautiful glazes gave second place to five pieces entered by 
that excellent craftsman and teacher, Mrs. A. R. Dyer. Mary 
Adelaide F. Andrews’s group of five won third. So exceptional 
was the class that no less than six honorable mentions were 
given to Charles Francis Mosgo, Hilda G. Chegin, R. Leigh 
Glover, Charles Lakofsky, Jean Riddell Moodey, and Desda- 
mona Smith, respectively. 

The ENAMELING class was unexpectedly and gratifyingly 
large and, as usual, outstanding. Kenneth Francis Bates re- 
ceived a special award for six pieces showing the greatest 
variety of approach—bowls with abstract, leaf, or flower de- 
signs of rare elegance and simplicity; an exquisitely fanciful 
plaque, “Boyhood Fancies”; a major composition called “Argu- 
ment in Limoges Market Place,” one of the pieces made in 
cooperation with the Cleveland orchestra in Leinsdorf’s pres- 
entation of Moussorgsky’s Ten Pictures in an Exhibition; 
and the solemnly effective, “Stations of the Cross.” 

The religious theme so well done here was carried out again 
with real success in the two exquisite triptychs by Charles 
Bartley Jeffery, which together with three finely wrought bowls 
won for him a first award. Mildred Watkins’s fine craftsman- 
ship and taste and her unfailing color sense brought her a 
second prize for two bowls. Other awards were a third to Nancy 
Zerviah Hudson; and two honorable mentions to Margaret 
Russell and Louise Morris, respectively.

THE BULLETIN OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


JEWELRY prizes were given to large groups of items, and the 
simplicity, taste, and good design shown in the entries of Mary 
Alice Brooks gave her the first prize. The other awards went to 
Ruth M. Erickson and Margaret Russell, respectively. 

The METALWORK classes were restricted in numbers because 
of the difficulties of obtaining the necessary metals; yet, because 
of the real standard set, first awards were given in two classes: 
one, to Dominick Sylvester in sILVERWARE OTHER THAN 
JEWELRY for six pieces; the other, to John Selby in METALWORK 
OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON for a group of five pieces in pewter 
and copper. Virginia Morris received an honorable mention. 

Witty and humorous were the three entries of Dr. Bernie 
Cooper and Steve Jenso in MISCELLANEOUS HANDICRAFT. These 
were given an honorable mention. Clever assembly of scrap 
material, nuts, bolts, and various machine parts gave form to 
these most entertaining caricatures. 

The largest increase in any class was in that of WEAVING, and it 
was particularly gratifying to note the variety and taste of the 
entries. Elsa V. Shaw’s rug and luncheon set were chosen for 
the first prize. Other luncheon sets won second and third: for 
Mrs. Charles L. Powers and Mrs. A. R. Dyer; an honorable men- 
tion went to Grace Emerson and to Sara Mattsson Anliot. 

The gruesome is overpoweringly present in the first award in 
PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS. Geoffrey Lan- 
desman in his print entitled, ““By-Product,” has thrown into 
sharp focus the haunting memories of South Italian catacombs, 
the macabre sepulchres of the heyday of the baroque and rococo. 
Unpleasant in subject matter, it is, nevertheless, a poignant and 
moving print of remarkable quality. John C. Chegin and God- 
frey Frankel won the other two prizes, and Louis P. Martinek 
was given an honorable mention. 

Mysterious and wistful is the figure study, “Broken Glass,” 
by Godfrey Frankel, given first place in PHOTOGRAPHY, POR- 
TRAIT AND FiGuRE. In realization of texture, of light and 
shadow, in the emotional intensity of his chosen material, the 
artist has sustained his mood with profound subjectivity. Alice 
E. Kingman and Geoffrey Landesman took second and third, 
respectively; and two honorable mentions were awarded to 
Helen DeLong and Stanton Nickels, respectively.
